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'Observers' undefined; 
budget debate stifled

After six weeks of pressure 
from Students' Society clubs for 
some representation on the 
Trustee's Advisory Committee, 
Students' Society Trustee G.S. 
Klngdon announced at the close 
of Friday's meeting with club 
representatives that he would 
allow student observers access 
to the committee's delibera- 
tions "under very strict rules."' 
The Trustee declined, however, 
to specify those rules until the 
beginning of this week, a 
refusal which elicited protest 
from club reps whose budgets 
the committee Is currently 
deciding. 

Contacted after the meeting, 
several of the Society's club 
members expressed frustration 
with what they interpret as the 
Trustee's stalling on the Issue 
of students' representation on 
the Advisory Committee. Com- 
plained Terry Reed of the 
McGIII Film Society, "Six weeks 
afterthefact, he(Klngdon) deci- 
ded to have observers after the 
real, large, central issues of bud-, 
gating have fâèn completed." 

Reed explained that over the 
past two months, he and other 
club representatives have fre- 



quently raised the question of 
student participation on the 
Advisory Committee, and that 
the Trustee had consistently 
attempted to "obscure things." 

"Klngdon said that he hadn't 
received a real demand— yet the 
question was posed at every 
meeting we've had with him. 
Students were obviously inter- 
ested in how the Students' Soci- 
ety money was being spent. The 
most damaging thing In all of 
this is that the Dean (Mlrza) Is 
saying that students are not 
competent, that they have no 
expertise. But of course it is 
policies like Kingdon's regard- 
ing the observers that result in 
this lack of expertise." - 

Commenting on his decision 
to allow observers at committee 
meetings, Klngdon said that 
originally he "didn't think it was 
necessary to have observers. 
Meetings on Fridays haven't 
been well attended". But recent 
attendance has apparently In- 
creased at the sessions where 
Klngdon gives weekly briefings, 
and the Trustee has "taken it as 
a sign that some ability to have 
observers' at the meetings, 
might assist." 

Along with general disap- 
pointment with the handling of 



the observer issue, several club 
representatives were surprised 
and frustrated by the little time 
allotted during last Friday's 
meeting to what one described 
as the "most pressing" issues- 
employing some of the Stu- 
dents' Society's contingency 
funds to meet budgets, and the 
observer question. 

Although apparently the club 
members were not told at the 
beginning of Friday's 1 pm 
meeting of any time limit, the 
scheduling of another meeting 
in the same room for 2 pm 
forced what some students felt 
was an abrupt end to the 
meeting. 

Minutes after 1:30 pm, 
Klngdon made an announce- 
ment—to the apparent surprise 
of - those present— that the 
meeting would end at 2 pm. 

During the first 45 minutes of 
the meeting, Klngdon explained 
some preliminary organiza- 
tional plans for revival of the 
student pub,, as well as a few 
other matters like building 
security arrangements. A lack 
J°i-_ Immediate response _to_ 
several of 'his* queries about 
possible ways of recruiting and 
selecting members for a pub

Kingdon dismisses staff

G.S. Klngdon, Trustee of 
Students' Society, has dis- 
missed the entire maintenance 
and the security staff in the 
Union. The dismissals do not 
affect the Building Manager and 
a day janitor whose salaries are 
paid by the Administration. In 
an interview with the Dally, 
Kingdon explained that his dis- 
satisfaction with the cleanli- 
ness of the building and

economic considerations had 
led to the dismissals. 

The maintenance staff was 
informed last Tuesday that their 
services would no longer be 
required. They have been 
offered jobs with Modern 
Building Cleaning Division, the 
company which Is being 
brought In to replace them. 

Although the majority of the 
workers have accepted work 
with this company, they have 
done so with a great deal of 
reluctance. One day janitor who 
has worked in the Union for 10 
years has refused and his future 
remains uncertain. The em- 
ployee Is not well and does not 
wish to work the night shift 
which he will be forced to do If 
he works for Modern. He Is also 
angered by. the fact that his 
earlier request to be put on the 
University payroll plan has been 
refused by the Students' 
Society. Employees directly 
paid by the Administration have 
been allowed to keep their pres- 
ent positions. 

Other employees complain 
that with their new employer 
they will lose several benefits 
that they had been entitled to as 
Students' Society employees. 
Moreover, there Is no guarantee 
that the company will retain 
them after their initial trial 



period has ended. They also 
wonder what will happen to 
them when Students' Society 
contract with the company 
expires on May 1, 1977. . 

In addition to this, the 
workers will now have to work 
an eight-hour day, six days a 
week. In the past they worked a 
standard 40-hour week. They 
alsoloseoutonaraise which the 
Studonts' Society had been 
promising them since July. 

Another point which the 
workers dispute is Kingdon's 
reasons for their dismissal. 
They questioned how the 
Students' Society would save 
money by bringing in an outside 
company which would neces- 
sarily charge not only for the 
wages of the workers, but also 
for Its own profit. They also felt 
it was questionable that the 
company, which is supposedly 
being brought In to Improve 
cleaning, will employ the same 
workers. As one pointed out, 
"It's no good, but what can we 
do? He(Klngdon) runs the place 
like a dictator, he consults with 
no one." 

As for security In the Union, 
Henry Yearwood, a direct 
employee of Students' Society, 
has been dismissed with a 
month's severance pay. The

Draft constitution: 

Proposals to be

Proposals for the new con- 
stitution of the Students' 
Society are scheduled for 
release this Wednesday In the 
Daily and the McGIII Reporter. 
The two proposals are the 
findings of eight months' work 
by the Senate-mandated Com- 
mittee to Restructure Stu- 
dents' Society (CRSS). 

The student body will be 
asked, in a vote slated for late 
November, to salvage what 
remains of the limping Stu- 
dents' Society. At present, no 
Students' Society exists offici- 
ally, its former constitution 
having been effectively sus- 
pended last December by the 
University Senate at the 
request of Dean of Students 
Saeed Mlrza. 

Since then, several con- 
cerned students, faculty and 
non-academics of the CRSS 
have been trying to re-estab- 
lish the defunct Students' 
Society, looking into its flaws 
and devising a new structure 
for student control. This 
structure would be embodied 
In a constitution which would 
have to receive student 
.consent in a referendum, and 
then be ratified by Senate. 

Ratification of a new 
constitution for the Students' 
Society Is now, "the Committee 
members feel, the pressing 
Issue. Until this Is done, the 
Students* Society will con- 
tinue to be governed by the 
Senate-imposed Trustee, G.S. 
Kingdon. Since August, total 



control over student funds and 
the University Centre (Union 
Building) has rested in his 
hands. With the ratification of 
a new constitution, control of 
these student assets will 
return to the students for 
whom and from whom they 
were acquired. 

Student feedback, the CRSS 
feels, will be necessary to 
make the eventual referendum 
more than just a joke. "The 
Importance of student Involve- 
ment cannot be overempha- 
sized. Not only must student 
monies return to students but 
also a much more viable 
structure must be established 
for Its distribution than that 
which has plagued us In the 
past." 

The consequences of lack of 
student concern over the 
upcoming constitution refer- 
endum are not very pretty. 
Almost all student activities 
this year— plays, films, the 
Daily, etc., have faced and are 
still facing serious difficulties 
due to lack of student 
involvement and representa- 
tion on any University or 
Students' Society level. The 
future of these activities lies In 
the hands of the students who 
take a serious look at these 
two constitutions and vote 
accordingly. "For your own 
sake and the sake of future 
students, please take the time 
to help re-establish a viable 
Students' Society and make it 
responsive to student needs 
and student demands."

committee stalled the meeting 
for a few minutes. But Dally 
Editor Larry Black, a participant 
In the meeting, insists that 
everyone was "just being 
patient", "low-key", unaware of 
the 2 pm deadline for vacating 
the room. 

i Before the Trjustee'sj-sudden 
Announcement regarding 
vers, discussion turneîf 
to the employing of Students' 
Society contingency funds to 
meet clubs' budget require- 
ments this year. Students have 
been arguing that since activity 
fees, the Society's prime source 
of revenue, have not been raised 
In 12 years, it Is impossible to 
rely solely on activity fees this 
year. 

At Friday's meeting, Klngdon 
.reiterated his position that he 
would run a "break-even budget 
In the over-all"; Jhat he was 
"seeing each club;;Jndlyidually • 
and proposing cuts""." - 
| Dally EditorVBIàck irètortéd' 
that the Trustee's Insistence on 
a break-even budget would "cut 
the guts right out of the 
Students' Society clubs." 
j Other clubs' representatives 
echoed Black's sentiment. Terry. 
Reed from the Film Society 
protested "To carry out the cuts 
that we want to do— rather that 
you want to do-would serious- 
ly affect the quality of services 
theStudents' Society provides." 

Indeed, figures show that 
club budget requests are down 
from last year's subsidies by 
$37,000. 

; Arthur Greene, president of 
the Debating Union, recom- 
mended that the projected 
capital expenditures for the 
Union building this year— about 
$35,O00--be taken out of the 
Society's contingency funds. 

To Kingdon's assertion that, 
as a one-year appointee it is not 
his duty to decide upon the use 
of that money— for example he 
could spend the whole $90,000- 
odd on capital Improvements- 
Greene replied that "it is not the 
Trustee's role to decide the 



future of the building." 

But, Greene queried, in 
establishing a reserve fund, was 
It not Implicit that the fund had 
some purpose? "We have a con- 
tlngency fund," reflected 
Greene, "but with no purpose. 
But capital assets accumulate 
over time for a distinct 
purpose." 

Rob Long, president of the 
Arts and Science Undergradu- 
ate Society, emphasized the 
extraordinary circumstances In 
^which the Students' Society; 
finds itself this year to underline 
the imperative of using contin- 
gency monies. "We are In an 
exceptional situation : the fees 
that fund Students' Society 
have not been raised for more 
than 10 years. We are faced with 
a phenomenal amount of 
maintenance costs, beyond 
what one should expect for one 
year. No maintenance was 
really done last year. Now we 
are faced with a staggering bill, 
in addition to capital costs and 



renovations. It seems reason- 
able that such inordinate 
maintenance costsand substan- 
tial capital costs will necessi- 
tate both belt tightening on 
functional clubs' part, as well as 
some leeway on Kingdon's 
break-even budget. He must 
show flexibility with his break- 
even budget If clubs are going to 
submit to 40 percent cuts in 
their budgets— that's what he's 
talking about." 

? Loqg also . criticized the 
conduct of "Friday's meeting, 
commenting that "an inordinate 
amount of time was spent on 
minor considerations— like pol- 
icy on pinball machines— when 
the entire budget is to be 
decided by next Friday." 

Klngdon has promised to 
make public by Tuesday guide- 
lines for the student observers 
whom he will allow to sit In on 
the deliberations of his Advis- 
ory Committee. Students' Soci- 
ety clubs' budgets, meanwhile, 
are to be passed this week.

Members of Save Montreal 
staged a mock funeral In front of 
the Laurentlen Hotel last 
Friday, protesting the planned 
demise of the Canadian Pacific 
(CP)-owned hotel. Two demon- 
strators carried a model of the 
Laurentlen at the head of the 
procession, followed by mourn- 
ers wearing black plastic 
garbage bags, and mock CP 
executives sporting orange 
bags. Drapeau, Bourassa, and 
Guy Legault, director of city 
planning, were also represented 
by orange bags. The city offici- 
als wereunder fire for permitting 
the destruction of the building, 
and Bourassa for not passing 
legislation to halt the action. 

Lonnle Echenberg of Save 
Montreal termed the proposed 
destruction "sinful, wasteful, 
and immoral. We should be a 
conserver society." Echenberg 
criticized F. Burbidge, presi- 
dent of CP; I. Sinclair, chairman 
and chief executive officer of 
CP; and S. Eagles, head of 
Marathon Realties, CP's realty 
division, for their motives for 
tearing down the hotel. 

Marathon Realties plans to 
use the land to put up an office 
building. Save Montreal Is 
protesting this move because 
Marathon owns 14 undeveloped 
acres of land adjacent to the 
Laurentlen site. "If they don't 
know What to do with $120 
million, they could improve 
passenger transport." 



The Hotel, Restaurant Em- 
ployees and Bartenders Union, 
local 31, protested with Save 
Montreal, carrying signs that 
read, "There Is a market for the 
Laurentlen In Montreal." 

Lucia Kowaluk, a spokesper- 
son for Save Montreal, said that 
several employees had told her 
that they had been forbidden to 
take part in the demonstration. 
She added that she had noticed 
a lot of CP Security plaln- 
clothesmen at the demonstra- 
tion. 

Echenberg criticized the CP 
Executive for its lack of concern 
for the "human cost Involved. 
Besides destroying 350 Jobs, 
they're stopping the lower 
Income bracket people from 
coming to Montreal," she said, 
referring to the fact that the 
Laurentlen is one of Montreal's 
last lower cost downtown 
hotels. "CP has no considera- 
tion for the people of Montreal." 

In another development, the 
city announced on Thursday Its 
policy as regards the hotel In 
response to a question by MCM 
councillor John Gardiner. MUC 
Executive Committee chairper- 
son Yvan Lamarre explained that 
he was in favour of the 
demolition because it will 
"generate development" in the 
area. Up until Thursday even- 
ing, the administration had 
remained silent, waffling on the 
Issue, with Drapeau meeting the 
various groups, including Save 
Montreal. 




Chevron closing 
Justified? 
To the Dally: 

I read with Interest the article 
concerning the shutdown of the 
University of Waterloo paper, 
the Chevron. (McGIII Daily, 
Wed. October 20). As a student 
of the University of Waterloo, I 
have read the Chevron every 
Friday that it was published, 
from September 1975 to August 
1976. Since Waterloo has a 
co-operative program, similar 
to Sherbrooke, the University Is 
open all year; the Chevron Is 
published weekly except during 
exam periods and the two 
weeks between terms. 

Many of the Chevron's 
articles were two and three 
pages of well-researched poli- 
tical criticism and socialist 
rhetoric. A campus group, with 
limited student support, called 
the Anti-Imperialistic Alliance, 
seemed to me to have abnormal 
power with the Chevron. While 
initially I read the entire paper, 
by the end of my first year all 



that I found worth reading was, 
the front page, the up-coming 
campus events, and the sports 
page. 

In comparison to the McGIII 
Dally and the McGIII Reporter, 
the Chevron almost never 
seemed to mention community 
news. Reports of Sonate and of 
Student Federation meetings 
were predictably and monoto- 
nously critical. Campus news 
seemed to occupy less than 
half the paper. The most 
extensive articles were propo- 
ganda, some of which were 
written by non-students. With 
the exception of the sports 
news, I almost never saw the 
CUP dateline, which appears so 
frequently In the McGIII papers. 

An Engineering representa- 
tive to the Student Federation 
polled our class, verbally, 
concerning our opinion of the 
Chevron. The results would 
support Shane Roberts' action 
In closing the Chevron. I am 
part of the "widespread feeling 
that the paper was not serving 
the students".

night security, which was done 
by an outside firm, Canadiana 
Security, has been underbid, 
and its contract terminated. 
They are to be replaced by the 
Canadian Corps of Commis- 
sionaires, which are responsible 
for University security on the 
rest of campus. According to 
Kingdon, this would allow the 
Union to be "hooked into the 
whole campus security setup." 
However, as we go to press 
there is no security guard on 
duty In the Union. Apparently 
the Commissionaires had not 
been given sufficient notice 
about the changes. 
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Presumption & paternalism 



"It would be presumptuous 
and paternalistic of us," ex- 
plained one University Senator 
on September 8, "to try to 
make this Trusteeship Into 
anything more than a caretak- 
ershlp for the time when 
students are running their own 
affairs." 

One month and a half later, 
after protesting first the 
threatened closing of the 
University Centre and now the 
prospect of budgetary cuts 
which could well cripple 
interest in future Society 
activities, students remain 
without any say In determining 
their funding. Without control 
over their funding this year, 
their prospects for effective 
operation are dim. 



With the choice of a new 
constitution around the cor- 
ner, and with the Dean of 
Students blathering about a 
nebulous "student Input", 
students are still being 
excluded from anything ap- 
proximating the operation of 
an organization and the 
disbursal of Its funds. 

And with our trustee instal- 
ling himself in office for what 
seems from here to be a 
lengthy stay, and some 
evidence Indicating that imple- 
mentation of any revised con- 
stitution will be delayed well 
into next year, the chances of 
being a "participating" student 
at McGlii diminishes with 
every truncated meeting. 
Conspiracy theories aside, 



there seems to be a collective 
attitude among our prepared, 
and adequately informed ben- 
efactors in the University 
community, which is aptly 
described as presumptuous 
and paternalistic. 

Our Dean of Students 
judges the average student 
incompetent to deal with 
money. Our Trustee thinks we 
are dangerous to have around 
at important meetings. Healso 
interprets his mandate as one 
condoning the withholding of 
our money, money necessary 
to adequately finance the few 
returns the student body 
receives for its money— the 
clubs and non-faculty socie- 
ties operating out of the 
University Centre. 
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Perhaps pride alone moti- 
vates Sam Kingdon to insist 
that he "just will not operate 
on a deficit budget." He Is a 
good administrator who. per- 
haps, again, does not want to 
"besmirch" this record. 

But next year, for this 
Society to continue to provide 
McGill students with more 
than a dubious academic edu- 
cation, any new Executive will 
have to request of the student 
body the first activities fee 
hike since 1964. 

With the sickening corrup- 
tion and opportunism of 
student "representatives" of 
the past years, it Is going to 
take more than a shining new 
constitutional structure'' to 
make students believe such a' 
rise is necessary or worth- 
while. And pumping our funds 
Into a University-owned archi- 
tectural misfit, such as the 
Union, Isn't going to guarantee 
the Students' Society's credl- 
blllty any more thana reformed 



executive structure will. 

Onlya really responsive net- 
work of functional clubs, soci- 
eties, and interest group or- 
ganizations will make the 
Students' Society worth the 
typical McGill student's sacri- 
fice of an increased activity 
fee— moreover, only that kind 
of Students' Society will 
stimulate Interest and partici- 
pation by students outside the 
small coterie of opportunists 
who seek only to exploit 
student affairs for their own 
aggrandizement. 

Strangling speakers pro- 
grams, film schedules, the- 
atrical productions, newspa- 
pers,, .women's; .services and 
political and cultural discus- 
sion,' in a display of short- 
sighted austerity, while funds 
lie dormant In the Society's 
bank balance, will undermine 
all the best efforts to revitalize 
the Students' Society.

Rugby Is no longer a male 
bastion at McGill. 
: Slnce'Septérribèr? Pixie New- 
man, a visiting student from 
Carleton University, Minnesota, 
has generated enough enthus- 
iasm among McGill women to 
organize a women's rugby team. 
While not officially recognized, 
the women are In the midst of 
applying for team status by 
submitting a constitution and 
budget to the Athletic Depart- 
ment. 

Only two local teams 
Newman, who played for a 
rugby club In Baltimore this 
summer, dreaded the thought of 
having to abandon the sport 
while attending McGIII. When 
she arrived in Montreal she 
learned about the only two 
existing women's teams In the 
area— the Montreal Irish and the 
Macdonald College team. "I 
could have played for the Irish, ' 
but I thought Montreal could 
use another team," she said. 
"The only way to promote rugby 
among women is to start a team 
when the opportunity arises." 

Newman thought she would 
have no problem in finding 
enough women who would be 
interested In playing with her. 
"With about 7000 women on 
campus, I was almost certain I 
would have a large turnout at 
ourfirst meeting In September," 
she commented. It was mainly 
by word of mouth and also a few 
announcements in the Dally 
that she advertised. 

Only 16 women In September 
came to her. Now between 18 
and 20 show up regularly for the 
practices. The women meet on 
Forbes Field twice a week for 
two hours. They start each 
session with a mandatory run 
around the track followed by 
calisthenics, drills and scrim- 



mages. 

All try hard 

"The women vary In degrees 
of ability and fitness but they àll 
try hard," commented Newman. 
While most seem to enjoy the 
sport some are still hesitant 
about committing themselves 
in terms of practices and 
training, she remarked. 



The team has fared well In its 
games and scrimmages. They

the score of 4-0. Only one other

Kicking duel 
After that, It was a field-goal 



kicking duel between Beaudln 
and Arnone. The latter connect- 
ed twice, then Beaudln once, 
and then Arnone once again 
which upped Carleton's lead to 
16-3. 

McGIII closed the gap as 
Pywowarczuk passed to Dob- 
son for a 30-yard score on a 
fake field-goal try. The play was 
the brainstorm of Pywowarc- 
zuk, who holds the ball on 
field-goal attempts. "I suggest- 
ed it to the coach and he 
okayed it," said Pywowarczuk, 
who was 11 out of 15 for 149 
yards in total passing yardage.
